The concourse is 600x300 feet, giving 
ample room for the start. Along its 
surface is laid a 24-inch gas main with 
a dozen 6-inch laterals through which 
the gas will pass into the balloons sup- 
plied from the Chouteau avenue gas 
works. 


How the Public Will See. 
At the west end of the comcourse 1S a 


grandstand built for the accommodation 
of the members of the subscribers to the 
enterprise and near the north«*est cor- 
ner a public grandstand. 

The Aero Club has a house on the 
north end of the concourse in which the 
visiting aeronauts will be entertained. 

The races are in charge of the con- 
test committee, of which Cortlandt Field 
Bishop, president of the Aero Clut of 
America is the chairman, and Charles 
J. Edwards, treasurer of the same club, 
fs the secretary. 

The contest committee appointed the 
Cortlandt 
Field Bishop, starter; Charies J. Gli4- 
den, timekeeper; Israel Ludlow, clerk of 
the field; Samuel H. Valentine, badges 
and admissions, and A. Leo Stevens, in- 
flator of balloons, who was also appoint- 
ed the aeronautic expert and adcvisor 
of the committee. 

Mr. Stevens has appointed nine aides 
from the detail of non-commissione: 
officers from the United States Siegen] 


Corps, one to eacn balloon entered in 


the race, each of whom wil! have ten 
United States privite soldiers to assist 
in getting the balloons away. 

In order that the exact distance trav- 
ersed by the balloons may be deter- 
mined, the latitude and longitude of the 
concourse was determined to be the fol- 
lowing: Latitude, 88 degrees 37.53 min- 
utes; longitude, 90 degrees 15.53 minutes.

The pecullarity about a balloon race 
is that it is not a race at all, but a bat- 
tle between the ferces of nature and 
the ingenuity of man. 

The balloons which are in competition 
may not see one another an hour after 
they get away from the earth, and they 
come down in divers and sundry places 
far removed from one another, but like 
the mule race at the county fair the last 





to get there is the winner. provided it 
continues to go straight ahead until it 
Stops instead of sailing in circles for 


yard of the place from which it started. 

But aside fr the brief glimpse the 
public gets of its hero there is the side 
to a balloon race that those left with 
their feet glued to the sodden earth do 
not see—the life of the aeronaut when he 
is in the clouds. The public sees the 
ba.loon rise and sail away majestically 
with a few bags and sand and two mat- 
ter-of-fact looking men in the basket, 
and then goes home io supper to wait 
until the newspapers announce the fin- 
ish. Nevertheless the men in the basket 
live and carry on the routine of living 
—but how? 

Lives in Cramped Quarters, 

The busket, or car, of the average bal- 
loon entered. in the international race 
Monday is 5% feet long, 4% feet wide 
and about as deep. Some of them are 
slightly sma-‘er, being square. 

In this restricted space the aeronaut 
lives during the time he is in the air, 
which may be five hours or forty, and 
he has no opportunity to get out and 
Stretch his legs and no deck to pace.

Little Baggage Carried. 

The aeronaut who can carry the least 

amount of useless weight and the great-

Of course, it is a matter of judgmen: 
and perhaps taste how much impedi- 
menta the pilot of a balloon will carry 
with him. If he is an old timer he 
will cut the nonessentials down to al- 
most nothing. The carrying capacity 
of a balloon is reckoned accordfig to 
the lifting power of the gas with which 
it is inflated. 

The coal gas to be used in the bal- 
loons which will start in the St. Louis 
race has a lifting capacity of # pounds 
to every 1000 cubic feet which the bal-

Some Have Big Larder. 


It is in this question of food supply 
that aeronauts differ. Your roughridings 
decane of the clouds will scorn the 
luxuries and travel with a light larder, 
while another may go in for food gaiere 
which later he will be glad to cast 
overboard. 

For instance, when J. C. MeCoy «ails 


‘wafers, and in one of the pockets at- 
‘tached to the side of the car will be a 


bottle holding a few quarts of spring 
vater. From these he will make his 
meals, thus conserving weight and sav- 
ing valuable time. 

But some of his competitors will go 
more handsomely supplied with pro- 
visions. However, it is not likely that 
any balloon which sails away in the 
race will carry enough supplies to be a 
burden. 

Alan R. Hawley, who will pilot the 
balloon St. Louis, will take a supply of 
condensed soups and other concentrated 
foods, cold chicken, thermo bottles with 
a supply of hot coffee, some sandwiches 
and a couple of bottles of light 
wine and a small supply of brandy. 
The soups will be heated/in a double 
kettle, the lower one filled with lime 
slacked by the addition of water. 

Major Hersey, who will pilot the third 
American balléon, will carry a stnall 
supply of condensed army rationns. 


Englishmen Want Chicken.

In the matter of street paving they 
have assumed the role of obstructionists. In other 
respects they have neglected duty, ignored public 
needs and flouted popular opinion. 

Judgment upon such assemblages is naturally 
divided. Ignorance is the explanation offered 
by some; indifference and laziness are advanced 
by others and downright scoundrelism and crime 
are adhtred to by others. 

Bad enough in any and all of its aspects, the 
situation is rendered worse by the fact that it 
is held by an increasing number of people to 
prove that representative government is a fail- 
ure and must be abandoned. 3 

This being the case as it now presents itself, a 
responsibility of unusual gravity rests upon the 
Circuit Attorney and the grand jury in their in- 
vestigation of the action and non-action of the 
delegates in the matter of paving. Through this 
solemn inquest not only the rights of the people, 
but the integrity of representative government 
will be asserted or compromised accordingly as 
it shall be thorough or perfunctory. 

Grand juries, themseives representative, never 
perform a more useful service than when they 
are engaged in the name of the people in scrut- 
irizing the official conduct of the people’s serv- 








ants. There is no better way te awaken public 
interest in governmental affairs. By this means 
the people through one representative body sit 
in judgment upon the people as represented or 


the trouble is not so much a premeditated inten- 
tion as a lack of responsibility and a carelessness 
of fine distinctions between right and wrong. In 
the great offenders it is manifestly a cold pur- 
pose to rob at wholesale, coupled often with de- 
fiance. 

Both serve the same end, however—to rob. In 
essence, both are the same, and the reckless “‘bor- 
rower” of a $5 bill is as criminal as Matt Quay, 
who gutted the Pennsylvania treasury by night. 

Lack of respect for property rights, lack of 


responsibility, is the basis of both, and their kin-\ 


dred nature serves to emphasize a needed truth in 
these times—that there are no degrees of dishon- 
esty, and that honesty in little things is as impor- 
tant as big honesty. 

Out of little dishonestfies the great crimes grow.

WHY WE MARVEL AT AIRSHIPS. 

It required no particular imagination for prim- 
itive man to believe in boats and no courage to 
essay them in shallow water, whence he might 
wade if the trial failed. He had only to follow 
the object lessons of nature all about him. 

But nature has supplied no such convincing ob- 
ject lessons to bolster faith in aerial flight. 
Leaves, though they fioated on the stream’s sur- 
face, fell from the trees; straws in the 
wind sank at last, as did the buoyant gossamer 
strands that rode for a time the autumn breeze. 
but for the magic motion of its pinions the bird 
itself would drop from the sky with the speed of 
a hdailstone. 

Though the bird forever teased his yearnings 
and sometimes provoked fatal follies, man had 
only smoke and vapor to sustain his little imag- 
inings and encourage his invention, and of these 
nearly intangible nothings he made playthings, 
out of which, less than a century and a quarter 
ago, science and daring evolved the first balloon 
to bear aloft the weight of a human being. It 
was a long time coming. 

As yet ballooning is only a sport of science 
that makes martyrs of adventurers, and is able 
still to thrill the imagination past the powers 
of the telescope that permits the eye to pene- 
trate the stars. Fancy lags far behind our mirac- 
ulous senses, behind even our reason, which. 
though lame, still vastly outreaches the sphere of 
things present. Fancy hardly bests faith and 
superstition.

After several years of experimental work elec- 
tric incubation has been demonstrated to be prac- 
ticable and economical. For attractive displays 
the ‘‘Electrehen,” a unique and artistic oval glass 
electric incubator has been invented. It is operated 
by the-heat of an electric incandescent lamp, con- 
trolled by a delicate and sensitive thermostat which 
olds the temperature at 193 degrees Fahrenheit, with-

The ‘‘Electrehen” is a novel glass electric incu- 
hbator, having a metal base, with nickel-plated oxti- 
dized copper or gun metal finish, forming the hover 
or brooder for the newly hatched chicks.

BUYING COAL BY THE BUSHEL. 

The retail price of bituminous coal at the mines 
on the east side of the river is from 4 to 5 cents 
per bushel. In St. Louis the same coal sells at 
from 11 to 16 cents per bushel. 

In the increased prices obtained on this side 
of the river may be found the charges for trans- 
portation by rail and the profits of the wholesaler 
and the retailer. Evidently they are excessive. 

At this rate coal by the ton costing from $1.10 
to $1.25 at the mine is sold for $2.75 to $4 in the 
city. Making due allowance for the increased la- 
bor of handling and delivering fuel in small quan- 
tities, it is plain that St. Louis, having at its 
doors the best soft coal in the world in great 
abundance, derives no advantage so far as the 
poor are concerned from its favorable situation.

The bailloonist frequently 
trails his guide rope to keep his ba:!joon from coming 
dewn. This ts difficult to understand, but leave it 
to Us. 

Don't wire us anything you thought the occupants 
of a passing balloon said. Their messages will be 
tcssed out in writing, and if they have anything ‘to 
add to that, they will write it, also. 

Don’t get excited. Point at the balloon in a d'gn'- 

fied manner, and don’t run into a barbed-wire fence.

the taste, if gathered young, and if Amanita ‘but- 
tons’ are not mistaken for them, are pr og’ Brno 
and several of them, particularly the Iittle vista 
plumbea, a nearly globose species about an inch in 
diameter, which frequently occurs abundantly in 
pastures, are delicious. The Morels, Morchella escu- 
lenta. and u. conica, round—or conical-topped hollow

HE medical profession and the layman seem- 
ingly do not realize the importance of the 
hygienic care of the oral cavity, which is the 

incubator of many of the systemi: diseases that the 
human system is heir to. 

Frequent cases of disease of the intestinal tract, 
such as dyspepsia and gastritis, may primarily be

ease” and bloodhounds had been brought ta.the scene to trail him to his home. 
Found Bloodhounds Were After Him. 

Whitlow, a respected business man of the village, had not vet come under 

suspicion. But he had already told his wife that he had been present when 


Miss Sapp cut her own throat. 
Each was in terror lest the bloodhounds should be baying the next minute

What Whitlow wrote was a secret even from his wife, for through it all 
ran the spirit of weariness of life that revealed a determination to end if all 
From the first Whitlow was convinced that the story of his relations with 
Miss Sapp would become public, and that suspicion would require from him 


proof of his innocence of her death. He had covered his path to and from the 


-geene of the tragedy well and no one in the little village really thought of | 


him as holding the secret. 

ut from the first he read suspicion in every eye and every shoulder shrug. 
He wus haunted by the fear that what he knew all knew. Such suspense was 
more terrible than death, and his only relief aeemed to be suicide, after assur- 
ing himself that his name would be cleared. 

Why Suicide Plans Miscarried.

But it eased his mind, and, when he found himself still free after he

sons express belief in it. Others doubt whether it is all it purports to be and 
assert that Whitlow wrote it so that he might learn it by rote. It follows in 
full, precisely as Whitlow wrote it: 


By S. F. WHITLOW. 


I had from boyhood a strong relig- 
fous desire, an®@ a pride in being upright

In is% the number of prisoners com- 
mitted in Ireland was 38,205. There has 
been a gradual annual decline since 
them until the figures of last year were 
reached. These were the lowest since 
1898. The proportion o: prisoners sent 
to prison on conviction for drunkenness 
to the total number of convicted prison- 
ers continues to decrease. In 1902 the 
proportion wes about 50 per cent, in 
19% it had fallen to 43 per cent. 

The report records with satisfaction a 
decrease in the number of juveniles— 
namely, prisoners under 16 years of age 
—committed to prison, the figures for 
106, viz., 155, being the lowest for the 
past 10 years. 

Following the lines of the scheme 
known as the ‘‘Borstal System,”’ a new 
departure was made in Ireland during 
the year in the treatment of men con- 
Victed criminal prisoners between the 
ages of 16 and 21 years, with a view of 
bringing special reformatory influences 
to bear on them before they have be- 


eome hardened in a course of crime. 


Giving Youths a Chance. 


At present the new treatment is ap- 
plied to those youthful adults who are 
sentenced to nine months and upwards, 
this being considered the shortest per- 
jod which will give the treatment a 
ressonable chance of succeeding. Such 
prisoners are transferred from the dif- 
ferent prisons in Ireland to a portion 
of (,.0onmel Prison, which has_ been 
specially set apart and fitted up for 
their reception. 

They receive speciai instruction in use- 
ful trades and industries, have physical 
drill in addition to walking exercise, re- 
-stve special attention from the officials, 

are ulowed a certain amount of 

scoctlation in a ‘recreation room. A 
Prisoners’ Aid Society has been formed 


at Clonmel with a view of assisting 


these prisoners, on discharge, to obtain |

A paragraph, throw- 
ing striking light upon Father Kenyon’s 
dauntless Irish character, has been un- 
earthed by someone from a letter writ- 
ten by Aubrey De Vere to Henry Taylor. 
It is dated July, 18%/. De Vere said: 

“Will you have an incident of our 
election? A Roman Cathoile priest, 
fiercely baited by the mob because he 
called O’Connell a tyrant, and was him- 
self a Young-Irelander, had refused all 
protection from the police and military, 
saying it was better to be torn to pieces 
than to live on such conditions. As he 
walked home alone the crowd divided, 
like the Red Sea as the prophet passed; 
but roared like the sea on our western 
coasts. As the waves seemed just ready 
to topple down on his head, he stopped, 
turned to them and said: 

‘‘‘Slaves you were, slaves you are, and 
slaves you will be to the third and 
fourth generation of the children who 
come after you.’ They were so much 
astonished they let him pass.” 

‘Please to remember,” adds Aubrey 
De Vere, “‘that this is an anecdote in fa- 
vor of Mr. Kenyon, and not against the 
Irish people, and so turn it to no bad 
use.”’

LONDON, Oct. 19.—A quarter-second’s 
lapse of self-control on the part of a fast 
train’s locomotive driver may cause, in 
any minute, a dreadfy! disaster. This is 
the opinion, carefully expressed, of Dr. 
Forbes Winslow, an eminent alienist. 

He believes that a large majority of 


the great Plymo th Express smashup, 
are solely to be ascribed to the engine 


moment. 
Strain Too Great for Manz. 
“The accident at Shrewsbury,” said 


Dr. Winslow to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent, today, “was caused, in my 


the part of the engineer. Few ordinary 
men are endowed with sufficient nerve 
force to withstand the strain of driving 
an engine at the rate of sixty or seventy 
miles an hour. 

‘‘All the great railway disasters for 
which no sufficient cause has been ad- 
duced, have happened to fast expresses. 
The higher speed developed, the greater 
will be the number of accidents. This 
is shown by the appalling wrecks on 
American railway lines. 

‘“T believe that the number of cases of 
mental collapse am<cng American rail- 
way employes can be shown to be whol- 
ly abnormal. In England, out of 40,000 
registered railway engine men, the ratio 
ei those admitted to lunatic asylums was 
12.7 out of 10,000. This percentage is very 
high. It stands seventh on the list of 
74 trades. 


Engine Goes Fast as Mind. 
“The extent of the controlling mind 


01 man is limited. It cannot go beyond 
a certain pitch. The rate of mental con- 
duction is not much greater than the 
speed of a fast locomotive.”’ 

In other words, the mental expert ad- 
vances the theory that trains go almost 
as fast as the locomotive engineer can 
think. If his thought capacity or his 
capacity to receive sensations ever slow 
down while his train is rushing on, 
then——. A time ef mental vacancy not 
exceeding 227-100 of a second is long 
enough, according te Dr. Winslow, to 
cause a terrible catastrephe if that lapse 
should occur at that moment when, with 
his train going at high speed. the driver 
needs all his wits to meet an emergency. 

“It is hard,” said Dr. Winslow, ‘“‘te 
provide against such vagaries in the

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(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) and 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—The locks of 
projected Panama Canal must be 
Wider than they were originally 
planned, in the opinion of the naval 
member of the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion, Lieutenant and.Civil Engineer H. 
H. Rosseau, who arrived in Washington 
today direct from the isthmus. It 
presumed that he bore this message 
from the commission itself, though that 
fact could not he determined owing to 
the departure of the officer from Wash- 
ington ofr New York only a few hours 
from the time of his arrival in this city; 
just sutlficient time, in fact, for him to 
lay his report before Secretary Metcalfe. 

The new plan wil involve the expendi- 
ture of many additional millions of dol- 
lars and perhaps the extension of the 
time required for the completion of the 
canal project. It is also probable that 
the mere suggestion of such a con- 
siderable change of plans as that pro- 
pesed by Lieut. Rosseau would cause a 
general debate in Congress and reopen 
the whole issue of sea-level vs. lock 
canal, which was believed to have been 
finally settled by President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Taft when they gave the 
order for the beginning of Work on the 
‘lock canal plan.

HIAWATHA, Kan., Oct. 19.—Clover 
has been almost as profitable as alfalfa 
in Brown county this year. Many farm- 
ers have a small fleld of clover tach 


year, planting it primarily to enrich the 





soi] for grain crops. 

The man who understands rotation of 
crops usually arranges to have each field 
of his farm sown to clover once in every 
few years. One of the very best exayi- 


ples of this class of a farmer is J. A. 


Smith, who lives five miles east of Hia- 
watha, and who came here in 1879. He 
saw the land would have to be well 
garmed to keep it from “wearing out.” 


“lis neighbor on the adjoining farm 
thought the ground would yield good 
crops of the same kind of grain year 
after year. 

Smith put in a field of clover anda 
harvested two crops. He then put in 
wheat. For two years his wheat went 
# bushels to the acre. For the next 
two years he raisei corn on the field 
and his corn averaged 70 bushels to the 
acre. The next year he harvested a 
big crop of wheat and when he put his 
stock to pasture on the _ stubble he 
noticed that clover was coming up. 
There was a good stand of clover in the 
fall, although seven years had passed 
Since the clover had been plowed ynder. 
The seed had lain in the ground with- 
out germinating for that period. 

Neighbor Sees Error. 

Mr. Smith was not ready to go back 
to clover and plowed up the ground and 
raised several more large crops of corn 
and wheat. His nelghbor, who did not 
Bee any sense in rotation of crops, kept 
en raising corn and worked the soil so 
hard that it would yield but ten bushels 
to the acre. Then he saw where he was 
wrong and put in clover for two years. 
Besides enriching the soll, clover yields 
big returns to the farmer. James H. 
Brigham, near Padonia in this county, 
had 28 acres in clover. He got 84 bush- 
els of seed from the second cutting, 
which sold fer $630. His first cutting 
yielded three tons of hay to the acre. 
The hay sold for $588. The total value 
of the two cuttings of clover was $1218, 
or $43.50 an acre without counting the 
benefit to the soil. Will Feese, who lives 
eight miles northeast of Hiawatha, has 
an eight-acre clover field. The first cut- 
ting made 24 tons ef hay, which sold for 
$174. The second cutting ylelded three 
bushels of seed to the acre and brought 
Mr. Reese $186. The two crops from the 
eight acres sold for $360—an average of 
$45 an acre. 

An Towa Farmer's Experiment. 

Leonard Bearce came here from Iowa 
in the spring. He bought a farm north 
of town for $10 an acre. The land had 
been hard worked and the soil was not 
producing what it should. Most persons 
thought Mr. Bearce had paid too much 
for the land. He said he had just sold 
poorer land in Iowa for $125 an acre aud 
would risk his judgment. In the spring 
he sowed oats and clover at the same 
time. His oats went 40 bushels to the 
acre. At 40 cents a bushel this made 
$16 an acre. After the oats were har- 
vested the clover came up. Mr. Bearce 


























has just finished hulling his clover. He 
had two bushels of seed to the acre, 
which sold for $15. The total for the 
field was $31 an acre. It cost Mr. Bearce 
about $11 an acre to take care of the 
‘two crops. His net profit is $20 an acre 
or 20 per cent on the investment. which 
was considered pretty good for land 
which had the name of being ‘worn 
out.”’

Worries Her Mother, 
Who Would Protect Her 
From Kidnapers, by Con- 
stantly Telling Her New 
Stepfather Proudly That 
“My Papa Is King of 
Saxony.”’

LL the world is watching develop- 
A ments in the strangely pathetic 

Struggle between the King of 
Saxony and his divorced wife for the 
possession of a little child—the Prin- 
cess Monica Pia, who is now 5 years 
old. 


Monica Pia is the daughter that was 
born to the then Crown Princess Louise 
of Saxony, soon after she eloped from 
Dresden with Giron, who was tutor to 
her older children. These older chil- 
dren are now in the custody of the 
King, but she has managed so far ‘o 
retain possession of Monica Pia. 

This little girl is the one pure and at- 
tractive note in the whole somewhat 
| repelling affair. She is now 4 years 
| old, and, perhaps because of the un- 
usual manner of her bringing up and 
; the continual excitement over her poor 
‘little self, is very precocious and mis- 


; 


| chievous. 





| She is quite aware that the King cf 
Saxony wants to get her, and her moth- 
er knows only too well that the child 
ie quite capable of playing into tho 
enemy’s hands by giving them a chance 
out of pure mischief and curiosity. So 
she must be watched for the twofold 
purpose of protecting her and of see- 
ing that she does not hcrself elude vigi- 
lance. 


The other day the mother entered the 
nursery unseen and found the child 
busy with her dolls. Two of the dolls 
She calied “Mamma” and ‘“‘Toselll,” an- 
other was herself, then there was the 
King of Saxony, and, lastly, a big fair- 
haired man doll which . she called 
“L'Homme,” and “L’Homme” had a 
most exciting time with the others, but 
always get Monica in the end.

The first time he made 
the proposal she drew up her little per- 
son and said, with dignity, ‘‘“My papa 
lis the King of Saxony.” 

The latest attempt of the King’s emis- 
sary to kidnap the little Princess from 
the home in Florence, Italy, to which 
she had been secretly taken, followed 
immediately upon the heels of the mar- 
riage of Louise in London to Enrico 
Toselli, the Italian pianist, who is 
many years her junior. Like others that 
had preceded it, this attempt ended tn 
failure, and a new hiding place has 
been found for the child. 


King Threatens Force. 

But the end is not yet. The King of 
Saxony has declared that he will take 
Monica Pia from her mother by force if 
necessary, and the mother has declared 
that she will die rather than part with 
the child. 

The eldest of the children of Arch- 
duke Ferdinand of Austria, Louise, had 
grace, beauty and wealth to join with 
the fortune and position of Crown 
Prince Frederick Augustus of Saxony 
when they were maried in 1891. Six 
children were born of this union. Short- 
ly before the birth of Princess Monica 
Pia, the wife eloped with Giron. The 
couple were located at Geneva, Switz- 
erland. Even then the kind-hearted 
Prince might have forgiven his spouse 
had she returned, but she refused. The 
Prince then divorced her. Giron soon 
tired of the Princess and a year. or so 
ago maried an old sweetheart at Brus- 
sels. 

Assuming the name of the Count- 
ess Montignoso, the fugitive Princess 
fied to Italy, where she has since 
lived most of the time. Her husband 
succeeded to the throne in 1904. and 
since then has made many attempts 
to get possession of the little Prin- 
cess. King Frederick denied his di-

The 
King’s guards, however, penetrated 
her disguise and hurried her away 
from the palace. In retaliation Louise 
secreted Princess Monica. 

7 Crown Still Pays $9000 a Year. 

Following her marriage to Toselli 
the King’s council assembled and de- 
cided that Princess Loulse must be 
treated as a private person. It was 
decided to take the child Immediately 
from her mother and secure her re- 
turn to Saxony. The King wishing 
her to be instructed in the schools of 
Dresden. 

When one of the King’s counsellor’s 
suggested that the Italian police be 
asked to arrest the mother, the King’s 
hand arose and he demanded that 
consideration be shown to his errant 
spouse. There are many in his court 
who believe that King Frederick still 
loves Louise and that she will never 
want as long as he lives. Twice she 
has forfeited her right to the allow- 
ance of $9000 a year, pledged by the 
King when he divorced her, but the 
allowance has not been stopped. 

Both the King of Saxony and the 
Countess Montignoso are still mem- 
bers of the Roman Catholic Church 
which does not recognize the divorce 
pronounced between them by the Sax- 
on courts of law. In the eyes of nine- 
tenths of their subjects they are still 
husband and wife, and the Countess 
the de jure Queen of Saxony. 

Her alleged marriage to Toselli, of 
course, will not be recognized in the 
Catholic Church. 

It is rumored that the Tosillis may 
come to America for a concert season. 
An offer was made to Tosellil for a 
tour providing his wife would appear 
with him. This, however, he declined. 
He said he would willingly come him- 
self.

Remarkable Frauds — Discovered in 
Applications for the Charity 


Allowances. 


PARIS, Oct. 12.—Pensions for aged 
and infirm persons have landed the 
Public Charity Commissioners into end- 
less difficulties. The poor but honest 
person in England has a traditional 
horror of the poorhouse. 

In France the difficulty seems to be 
that every aged and Infirm citizen con- 
siders it a distinction to be In receipt of 
relief. 

The authorities have to contend with 
amazing frauds. Instead of the poor be- 
ing ashamed to accept charity, well-to- 
do citizens glory in grabbing what they 
can from the public funds under the 
new law. 

A prosperous-looking man called on 
the commissioners with a grienvance. 
He complained that an aged man, who 
had formerly drawn §1 a month outdoor 
relief, had recently been struck off the 
lists. The answer was that the n-of 
the person named was in a well-to-do 
position. 

“No doubt,”’ sald the man. “I am his 
son: but I have a wife and children, and 
the $1 a month came in very handy for 
father’s tobacco."’ He is a Government 
employe, with a salary of $6000 a year. 
Henceforth he will have to buy his 
father’s tobacco himeelf, and doubtless 
feels aggrieved.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—Mail ad- 
vices from Manila report that Akasa 
Tsuka, the Japanese Consul for the Phil- 
ippines, has recently concluded his first 
visit to the Southern islands. Upon his 
return to Manila the Consul said that 
the great natural wealth of the South- 
ern Philippines astonished him, and that 
he can readily see that the United 
States will never desire to sell the is- 
lands. 

He was much impressed also with the 
military government of the Moro prov- 
inces.

The main thing is to tie up those which 
really. constitute the pull of which I 
have spoken. 

“Keep your. principal!

“The background must be adequately 
filled, and if it is done with interesting 
persons you are a creator, or at least a 
delineator of character. And, remember,

story. That will bore yout readers. 

“Re interesting. People Want to read 
of men and women who have blood in 
their veins.

This is not only 
the record winning for a bookmaker this 
Season, but it exceeds by nearly $100,- 
(00 the sum won by George Rose two 
years ago. Nine years ago Boles was 
& poor country boy in Norwalk, Conn. 
He came to the tracks in 1898 with $500 
which he had saved out of his salary 
as a@ mechanic. 

This season has passed over without 
Gates or Drake being dominant figures 
in the ring. Gates won nearly $200,000 
when Nealon won the Suburban. Until 
he went to Europe he more than man- 
aged to hold his own, and left these 


shores a big winner. Drake has only 
been an occasional] visitor to the track, 
and has dropped out of the running as 
a racetrack plunger. The few times 
he was on the Metropolitan courses he 
laid only small bets. 

“Big Tim“ Sullivan is the biggest loser 
among the politicians. He retired from 
the game ten days ago and said that 
he was $130,000 loser. Of this sum he 
lost $60,000 backing Miller's mounts. Tim 
is a great favorite player and frequent- 
ly failed to back his own horses when 
they won at long odds. Frank Farrell, 
his turf partner, was much more fortu- 
nate, and by clinging religiously to his 
thoroughbreds achieved success where 
Sullivan lost.

ARIZONA DAMS ARE SUBMERGED 


Salt River Leaves Its Banks at 
Roosevelt, Causing Great 


Damage. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
PHOPNIX, Arix., Oct. 19.—Three days 
and nights of frequent rains, some of 
them downpours, have placed the Salt 
River and its tributaries in a flood stage 
again. Early this morning about 120,000 
inches of water, flooding the water from 
Pinal Creek, 20 miles above Roosevelt, 
submerged the big storage dam under 
construction at Roosevelt, covering three 
immense derricks and other machinery 
and stopping work. 
Yesterday afternoon another flood 
poured from Ponto Creek, a milé above 
the-dam. Sixty miles below the Verde 
River began emptying the flood waters. 
The Granite Reef diversion dam, 1000 
feet long, under construction four miles 
below North Verde and 20 miles below 
Phoenix, probably will be submerged to- 
night when the Roosevelt flood waters 
join the Verde flood.

Plans are being matured for the con- 
struction in St. Louis of a Coliseum that 
will be completed in time to care for 
the Democratic or Republican National 
conventions, should the city be success- 
ful in obtaining either of these big meet- 
ings next summer. 

The proposition is said to be indepen- 
dent of ail heretofore announced, looe 
ing to the erection of a big conventiun 
haily The details have not yet been en- 
tirely worked out and public announce- 
ment will not be made until they have 
been. 

It is conceded that the Coliseum prob- 
lem is the one obstacle that stands be-. 
tween St. Louis obtaining one or 
the other or both of the next national 
conventions. And those interested in 
bringing the meetings here have by no 
means abandoned hope of overcoming 
the difficulty. They confess that St. 
Louls has always been hampered in its 
fights for the meetings of big organiza- 
tions by its lack of a large hall. 

The difficulty dates back to the Tilden 
Democratic convention, which was held 
in the Merchants’ Exchange. On an- 
other occasion a political convention 
was held in the old Coliseum and pre- 
viously it had been necessary to butid 
& wigwam on the lot where the present 
City Hall stands tn order to provide a 
meeting place for a politica] assmebly. 


Committeemen Favorable. 

Replies received by the Business Men's 
League to letters sent to both Republi- 
can and Democratic National Commit- 
teemen, calling attention to the fact 
that St. Louis desires both conventions. 
indicate a very favorable attitude to- 
ward this city. 

Some of the committeemen are frank 
in their indorsement of the manner in 
which St. Louls has cared for previous 
conventions. John F. Hill, Republican 
committeeman from Maine, has pledged 
himself to do anything he can to bring 
the Republican m ting here. C. M. 
Cade of Oklahoma proclaims his friend- 
liness. J. W. Blodgett of Michigan says 
he {s personally inclined to favor St. 
Louis. : 

Among the Democrats, Urey Woodson 
of Kentucky promises that if Louisville 
does not want the Democratic gathering, 
he will favor St. Louis. Gov. Blanchard 
of Louisiana says St. Louis is a good 
convention city, and indicates that if 
New Orleans is not in the race he will 
favor St. Louis. 

Other replies range all the way from 
the non-committal to promises of a fair 
hearing before the national committees. 
Nearly all of the committeemen express 
pleasure in learning that St.)Louis is to 
be a contestant. 

Kansas City Wants One. 

Officers of the Business Men's League 
are working in the expectation of get- 
ting both mectings.

Havemeyer Jr., the grandson, occupy- 
ing the house with his wife and ser- 
vants. 

The grocer sent the bill after Mrs. 
Havemeyer, and on her arrival in Paris 
she received it. She put her O. K. or 
the bill and returned it with the remark 
that the “grocer's bill is pretty high.’’

“Some women may be able to bear 
many children and care wel) for them, 
to that I have no objection, but I was 
the mother of 8 children in four years 
and I know the price I paid. My con- 
stitution was so broken that I have 
never recovered from the strain. 

“Often I was forced to leave home in 
order to regain strength. My children 
were deprived of my care. They had 
to be brought up by nurses much of the 
time. Strangers had to take my place. 

Mrs. Stevenson said these words sadly. 
There probably came memory to her 
at that time of her eldest daughter who 
is now dead. 

“I do not believe that chi'dren should 
be brought into the world by parents 
unable to bear the necessary financia! 
burdens. Think of the poor little things 
without even the clothing necessary for 
their health. 

“That was one of the lacks I did not 
suffer and if my children, for whom I 
had plenty had deprivations, what is 
the opportunity of the others? 

“IT do not believe that well nurtured 
children often become criminals. 


Danger in Increased Population. 


“Paralytics, consumptives, and epilep- 
tics should not become parents. 

“The country may be in danger by a 
decrease of population, but it must not 
have an Increase at the risk of the 
health of the mothers. Children need 
their mothers. I do not speak In opposi- 
tion to the President of the United 
States. He has a right to his views. I 
have a right to mine.” 

With graciousness this clear thinking 
woman bade me farewell as I leit her 
door to walk down the leaf-covcred 
street. The mothers of America may 
count Bloomington their mecca. There 
they have a friend.

NO SCALPING T0 GO ON AT YALE 


Ordinance to Put an End to Specu- 


lation in Tickets. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 19.—The 
Yale University Athletic Association ex- 
pects to deal » knockout blow to foot- 
ball ticket speculation, «nd speculators 


here this fall, if the proposed ordinance 
now being considered by the Board of 
Aldermen is adopted by that body. The 
‘proposed ordinance porhibits the offering 
or selling of tickets for athletic contests 
and other forms of amusement at more 
than their original selling price, and fur- 
ther prohibits such selling on the streets 
or other places of the city. It has been 
drawn with the idea of doing away with 
ticket speculation in all forms, and cov- 
ers football and baseball games, as well 
as theater performances. The penalty 
for violations is a fine of from $10 to $100, 
and the selling of suen tickets, consti{- 
tutes a separate and distinct violation 
of the ordinance. The Yale Athletic As- 
sociation is working hard for its adop- 
tion. 


HALFBACK NOW HAS THE CALL

It was at the Jamestown exposition 
that one of the members of the cub 
found the “happy-thought’—a nursery. 
On the grounds was a creche where 
mothers might leave their infants and 
S90 sight-seeing, with easy mind that 
bady was being well taken care of. It 
proved a boon to many a weary moth- 
er, and the idea was carried to the four 
corners of the country. But it remain- 
ed for Chicago women to show practi- 
cal adaptability. 


Embarrassed Mother's Clubs. 
Babies have been more or less of an 


embarrassment to club women, and 
mother’s clubs would have thrived more 
had not the prime objects of the organ- 
ization been ‘‘such a care.”’ The initla- 
tive of the Chicago club is soon to be 
followed, it is expected, in all of the 
larger cities.

O carry out an experiment, $15,000,000 have been dumped into the ocean. 
Leading engineers agree that all of this enormous amount has been 
wasted, and that the work done is never likely to be turned to account. 

The man who made this great experiment is Henry M. Flagler, multi- 

millionaire, and the nature of his experiment was in trying to build a railroad 
from Miami, Fla., to Key Weat, 156 miles over the ocean. 


FEW days ago the engineering 


A world was startied by the an- 
nouncement that Henry M. Mag- 
ler had given up active operations on 
his great maritime railroad. Mr. Flag- 
ler Issued a statement saying that work 
had been temporarily abandoned on ac- 
count of the tightness of the money mar- 
ket. The statement gave the impres- 
sion that work might be resumed some 
time, but engineering experts say that 
there !s very little possibility of such 
being done. = 

Henry M. Flagler, “King of Flortde 
tne richest man in all the South, has 
dreamed gnd planned for this queer 
railroad for a score of years. It has 
been the great task that has made his 
life worth the living. His married life 
has been more or less unfortunate, and 
so for years his every thought has been 
on the build'ne and equipping of this 
wonderful railroad. 

Nearing Four Score Years. 

Flagier is now 78 years old, and is 
married for the third time. With the 
almost certain doom of the queerest 
rallroad ever planned, life will hold but 
few attractions for the wealthy Henry 
M. Flagler. 

BEXngineering experts the world over 
have watched the developments of this 
road with keenest interest. Its comple- 
tion would have marked a new era in 
raflroad building. 

The railroad over the ocean was to 
have extended from Miami, Fla., to Key 
West, a distance of 156 miles. Its com- 
pletion would have meant the expendi- 
ture of $30,000,000. This weuld have 
made the cost $185,000 a mile, an enor- 
mous average. 

Only a combination of unsurmounta- 
ble difficulties have kept the project 
from being a success. For years Flag- 
jer’s every thought has been wrapped 
up in his railroad. The brains and en- 
ergy that have made him rise from a 
country boy with @ carpet bag, walking 





Millionaire Fiagier’s vian seems more 
like a dream, or a chapter from Jules 
Verne, than a business deal. From a 
business standpoint, Flagler’s idea was 
to have a railroad to a point as near 
Cuba as possible. He is a great be- 
liever in the possibilities of that island 
He says that only one-eighth of the 
tilable land of Cuba is under cultiva- 
tion Freight could be rapidly taken 
from any point in the United States to 
Key West, and there whole freight 
trains would be put on ferries and taken 
across the short distance to Havana. 
In this way. perishables could be han- 
died a great deal more readily, and there 
would have to be no reloading. It would 
loading and unloading freight on 
the steamers.

'T HAS been left to the University of Missouri at Columbia, Mo., to set 
new pace in the college world. This school is developing a phase of col- 
lege life that is making other colleges and universities gasp. 
ach year the colleges vie with each other to establish some new depart- 


ment. 


Departments of domestic science, 


tailoring, journalism and chicken 


judging have been installed in advanced educational institutions of the United 
States, but Missouri University is putting forward a phase of college life never 
before dreamed of by rival universities. 


This is hoboing. 


ISSOURI UNIVERSITY is the 
only school in the world that 
has a “Hobo Day.’ Students 

from the Eastern schools are set agasp 
when they attend a meeiing of the 
United Brotherhood of Knights of the 
Road, as held each spring at Columbia, 
Mo. 

Each year a half day is taken by the 
boys of this university when they emu- 
late the Weary Willies. Classes are 
*“cut,’’ and an all-afternoon jollification 
with a hobo convention at night is 
held. 

Nearly every young man in school 
dresses in what he considers just the 
suit a tramp should wear. The oldest, 
raggedest clothes in tow. are donned. 
A boy will hunt for weeks to fix out his 
Hobo day costume. It is a matter of 
pride with him. As one of the hoboes 
said, each suit is a bundle of holes tied 
together with rags. Panhandle Petes 
greet the girls and professors in living 
reality. 

Flag the First Train. 


At noon some five hundred or six hun- 
dred bundles of rags shuffle out the 
railroad tracks a mile, where they flag 
down the first train that comes along. 
On top, on the brakebeams, on the tend 
der, on the cowcatcher the boys swarm. 
They lWUterally cover the train. And 
then they ride into Columbia in grand 
stvie. Hundreds of persons are at the 
depot to,;meet them. A grand proces- 
sion marches up and down the streets, 
led by the hobo band and Weary WiIl- 
lum, King of Hoboes. To the girls’ dor- 
mitories and to the female colleges 
the Knights march, where they are 
cheered by the girls. The girls throw 
them oranges, and the boys scramble 
over them, like newsboys over a pen- 
ny. 

To the athletic field they march, two 
abreast, the line three blocks long, all 
singing to the tin can band: 

How can I work when there’s no work to do? 
Hallelu ‘m a bum-bum, 
‘m a bum-bum, 
again, 
hive us a hand-out; 
’m a bum-bum. 

Over the 10-foot fence into the ath- 

letic fleld they go. To pay admission 
would be a sin. Here a game of base- 
ball is played with all the girls and 
professors in school as witnesses. There 
are 18 men on a side. When a hit is 
made the batter is trundled to first in 
a wheelbarrow. He is too tired to run 
all that distance! 
. For supper every bum has to beg his 
meal. From back door to back door 
they go, getting a biscuit here, an onion 
there and maybe a piece of cake at 
the next house. At 8 o'clock the Amal- 
gamated Order assembles in the con- 
ference hall. Again the university girls 
and townspeople are in attendance. 
Speeches are made, stories are told and 
officers elected fom the coming year. 
The meeting is adjourned and a coffee 
drinking is held around a big campfire, 
where a private jollification for mem- 
bers only ts held.

The 
death rate varies, of course, according 
to ave, climate and sanitary conditions;

The origin of this belief, superstition, 
or whatever you may choose to call it, 
is lost in the chaos of prehistoric days.

soda drinks. An effort is to be made to ascertain the true inwardness 
of our fountain fizz and the syrups and fruits with which it is flavored. 


The announcement comes from Washington that the purpose of the investiga - 
tion is to determine the wholesomeness of the different varieties of aerate:| 


drinks sold at the army canteens. 


And, of course, what is found to be true of most canteen drinks will be 
true of the same concoctions dispensed over many soda bars to women and 


children. 


A “soft-drink squad” will succeed to the glory of the “poison squad,” "pon 
whom the Government experimented with food preservatives and poisons. The 
new squad, like the old, will be under the direction of Prof. Harvey W. Wiley, 


now of pure food fame. 


He is the Chief Chemist of the Department of Agri- 


culture. The coming inquiry, it is stated, is the result of a request from the 


War Department. 


Dr. Wiley will begin his investigations by organizing the “squad,” which if 


_ made up as heretofore, will consist of a number of young Government clerks and 


others who volunteer the use of their stomachs for experiment. A soda fountain 
will be installed at the Department of Agriculture to furnish the requisite soda 
for the class, which will report for duty some time next month. 

There has been a good deal of talk of “dope” and “coke” and other alleged 
injurious substances in the army canteen drinks, but to date no proof has 
been fortheoming, although the competition is becoming very keen among 


the dealers in patent sodas. 


These articles, as well as the usual sodas drawn 


from a fountain and sweetened and flavored, will be investigated. 


UST what the experiments will re- 

J veal is the subject of some con- 
troversy among the soda dealers, 
especially the jobbers and big dealers. 
Some of these claim that the legiti- 
mate soda business is being injured by 
fake fruits and flavors and that the in- 
creased consumption of pwernt eoft 
drinks, resulting from the prohibition 
wave with its ‘“‘dry’’ ‘counties and “‘lids,”’ 
is not having the effect of improving 
tr- quality of the beverages offered for 
fale. As the same drinks dispensed at 


before it is forced into water, and that 
the chance for marble dust being dis- 
pensed in soda drinks is so small that 
the charge is laughable. In fact, they 
claim, bicarbonate of soda is chiefly 
used. 

The conscientious merchants, or those 
with a real eve to business, find that 
iegitimate flavors and syrups draw the 
biggest trade, but there are so few per- 
sons who are able to disti:guish be- 
tween the real and the artificial in these 
goods that much which is purely imi-

Investigation of the drinks sold to the 
Public in St. Louis reveals some highly 
interesting facts, a few of which are 
not greativ calculated tu assure the 
chronic soda water drinker. There are 
some unpleasant and unpalatable reve- 
lations. These hints of deleterious sub- 
stances and actually harmful drinks. 
however, will be helpful to the buyers of 
sodas; they will aid them to 4istinguish 
between the rea! ane the artificial. Both 
the pure and the imitation are+ dis- 
pensed in St. Louis. 

To begin with, the old story of soda 
water being ‘‘full of marble dust an ~~ 
injurious to the internal organs,”’ us- 
uaily advanced by the Imbiber of alco- 
howe drinks, ig perhaps not wholly true. 
Soda water is made by charging water 
with the gas obtained from a treatment 
rs) “ble dust or bicarbo:.arce of soda 
with sulphuric acid.

a citrie acid syrup. That is not so 
bad, but still not sm good as the pure 
lemon juice. Tartaric acid in great 
quantities is used. And even that is not 
eo harmful. In fact, it is very pleasunt, 
makes you think of Srapes and wine, 
and is wholesome, the dealers say, When 
weed properly. 

For the body of syrups some deaiers 
use pure fruit juices; others use water 
and glucose. Strawberry, pineapple. 
orange and lemon, the four most popu- 
lar fruit flavors, are imiiated to so large 
an extent that the jobbers in St. Louls 
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who sell pure fruit juices are now find- 
ing it difficult to meet the competition 
of the houses selling imitative flavors. 
In fact, a pure flavor at say $1 per so 
much, has a hard time getting to the 
public against an imitative flavor wiiich 
Sells at half that price for the same 
quantity. 

These imitative flavors ure made by 
the synthetic process, just as mincral 
waters are made. Analysis determines 
the composition of a fruit flavor, and 
synthesis finds ar artificial combina:ion 
Which is so much like the real that 
it often takes an expert to tell tne dif- 
ference. The artificial colorings can be 
seen, but they are hard for the chem- 
ist to get hold of. 

“Whether these aniline or coal tar 
colors are harmful or not,’ says a St. 
louis dealer, ‘“‘depends on the reputation 
vf the house. An honest dealer won't 
poison his public.’’ 


Seed No Proof of Purity. 

“Just as tomato catsup is often made 
of apple and pumpkin pulp and colored 
a brighter red than you ever saw ina 
fomato,’’ says this same dealer, ‘“‘so are 
many of the crushed fruits made of 
apple pulp and’ pumpkins. In the case 
of crushed strawberry fruit flavors. a 
few real strawberries are thrown in for 
the sake of the appearance made by the 
scattered seed. The presence of seed is 
no proof of the purity of the goods. 

“Once we used percolated blue grass to 
get a pretty green, but it would fade 
and pretty soon take oti a hay color. 
That wouldn’t do, say for a mint drink 
Saccharine and glucose are often used 
instead of sugar and rock candy syrup. 

‘‘Now, in reference to the controversy 
of several years’ standing over the con- 
tents of one of eur most popular bever- 
ages for ‘renewing vigor,’ I know that 
the manufacturer uses the very best 
sugar and the whole output of a singie 
factory. As for the makeup of the rest 
of the drink I can’t state. One pound 
of saccharine is equal to 300 pounds of 
Sugar as a sweetener, but it is not 
wholesome. 

“Perhaps you have often wondered 
why there are so many shades an‘ fla- 
yors of chocolate,”’ Says another dealer.

Here is the real in- 
wardness of the flavor ladled out to the 
public by unscrupulous dealers. It’s 
simple—hydrocyanic acid, from peach: 
kernels, makes the ‘wild cherry” fla- 
vor. For foam in this and kindred 
drinks, what do you get? A tea of soap 
bark. And sarsaparilla, which some 
people drink at the fountains in the 
spring for ‘that t'red feeling’—a combi- 
nation of the of wintergreen and 
sassafras, with a little carmine and 
burnt sugar for color, and maybe some 
gum arabic or soap bark for foam. De- 
licious, refreshing, exhilarating, ¢epar- 
kling, effervescent, good for brain fag, 
fatigue, for highballs, or to give one a 
thrill. 

Soda ‘‘fiends,” as the most regular 
customers are known to dispensers, in 
many cases, call for qa ‘“‘white,’’ mean- 
ing a vanilla flavor; a “red,’’ meaning 
a strawberry. Now here is the combi- 
nation that makes the vanitla flavor, or 
in substance about that used by most 
dealers who do not dispense the real 
article. Artificial vanilla—vanillin, al- 
cohol, glycerin, syrup, caromel, another 
substance or maybe two other things

The firms who deal in the genuine 
articles, so the dealers quoted say, will 
welcome this investigation, in the hope 
that it will correct abuses and give the 
men who sell pure syrups and fruits and 
wholesome drinks a chance for trade.

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How Far Can You Hear Thunderr 





- 


That Depends Upon Air Conditions 
and Obstacles---What Scientists Say 


OW far away can thunder be heard? Thousands 
H of people have asked the question this sum- 
mer, but no authoritative answer has been 
given. Arago, the great French scientist, made 
some researches in this direction about fifty years 
ago, but it seems that no one had studied the 
matter until! this summer, when M. Lulzet, meteor- 
ologist of the Lyons Observatory. made notes of 
storms from the observatory of Saint Genis-Laval. 

In order to get exact figures such storms must be 
observed at their beginnings or their ends, rather 
than when they are at their height, for when the 
thunder-claps are far apart the observer runs less 
risk of making the mistake of attributing to a 
given flash a peal that does not belong to it. The 
best flashes to figure on are those that pass ver- 
tically between the clouds and the earth, for their 
noise is sharp and is more easily distinguished from 
the rolls caused by the flashes which pass between

HiS week sf. Louisans will have 
T their frst oppe.tunity of witness- 
ing theatrical performance in 
which a uative St. Louisan is the star. 
In fact, they will have the opportunity 
of vituessin, the playing of the first 
Native zon of the city to achieve stellar 
honors. 

Thircy years ago Edward Abeles, now 
a light in the theatrical firmament, was 
pryubably best known as the ‘Post-Dis- 
patch boy poet.'’’ But as he put away 
the things of boyhood, he emerged from 
the realm of poesy, and then followed 
years of wandering—from newspaper 
work to law and from law to the box 
office and from the box office to the 
footlights, and now he is a star. 

When a boy Abeles lived somewhere 
out in the 4400 block in West Morgan 
street. His poems, contributed to the 
‘ost-Dispatch while attending the High 

ool, led to a friendship between the 

and Maj. John A. Cockrell, the edi- 
_- Who accepted his contributions. 
"Naturally, when the boy graduated, 
he entered newspaper work as a re- 
porter. But he became dissatisfied, and 
thought he would become a banker. For 
a while he was a banker; he became 
paying teller in the National Bank of 
Commerce. But restlessness took 
strange hold of him, and he sought his 
editor friend. 

“Major,’’ he said, ‘I want to get out 
of this banking business. 

“There's plenty of money in it, butit 
all belongs to other people. It gets 
mighty monotonous handing out coin 
all the time, and I’ve made up my mind 
to try something else.’’ 

“It is rather irksome to be paying out 
all the time, Eddie,”’ acquiesced Cock- 
rell, ‘“‘but what do you figure on doing?”’ 

“I thought I’d like to be a lawyer, 
Major,’’ said Abeles. ‘‘What do you 
think of it?’ 

“Well, a lawyer’s life isn’t as monot- 
onously profitable as a banker’s, Ed, 
and I’ve known some pretty fair men 
who were lawyers.”’ 

The outcome of the conference was 
that young Abeles became a pupil at 
the St. Louis Law School. He pursued 


‘his studies in the day and acted as a 


police reporter on a morning paper at 
night. His best recollection is that he 
secured sleep during lectures at the law 
school. Upon acquiring a sheepskin and 
an admission to the bar of Missouri, he 
became associated with Charles F. Joy 
as a practitioner in the courts of the 
State. At least, Mr. Abeles_ states that 
Mr. Joy did considerable practicing and 
the junior member of the alliance kept 
his name on the office door. But the 
heart, thoughts and industry of thaf 
Same junior member were not slow in 
seeking a new and more attractive di- 
rection. 

His newspaper associations had 
brought him into a circle of acquaint- 


anceship that included such men as Gus 
Thomas, William Marion Reedy, Gus 
Lindsley, Tom Garrett and others more 
or less closely identified with dramatic 
art and literature. He fell within the 
glamor of the playhouse, and it was 
little or no time before he was a mem- 
ber of the Thespian Club and the Mc- 
Cullough Club, and was paying more at- 
tention than was becoming or proper 
in a young barrister. The charm of 
amateur theatricals eclipsed the attrac- 
tions of legal briefs and forensic com- 
bats. Eddie Abeles finally found plea- 
sure only in gratuitous contributions to 
the local amateur amusement field. 

Notwithstanding his desertion, Mr. Joy 
and the rest of the Missouri bar man- 
aged to continue in paths of prosper- 
ity, and there was no doubting the 
existence of a decided boom in amateur 
theatricals in this. city. 

Then Maj. Cockréll was appointed ed- 
itor of the New York World and he 
moved to that city. He was barely 
comfortable in his new seat when let- 
ter of suggestions began to arrive from 
his youthful protege in St. Louis. The 
erratic young man announced his dis- 
like for the legal profession and called 
attention to the good fortune of his 
friend, Gus Thomas. The latter had be- 
come assistant treasurer of Pope’s The- 
ater, and Abeles could see happiness 
nowhere except in a theater box-office. 
Maj. Cockrell again humored his no- 
tion and secured him a position behind 
the ticket rack of the Bijou Theater in 
New York. He turned al] his ‘“prac- 
tice’’ over to Mr. Joy, and the latter 
handled it so well that he later became 
Congressman from his district and is 
now Recorder of Deeds for the city 
Of course, it was inevitable that the 
rushing young St. Louisan would event- 
ually land behind the footlights. The 
divine fire that made him a poet while 
he was in knickerbockers and the fervid 
imagination that led him to believe that 
he was destined for the bar, could find 
proper expression in no other place. But 
the fact that Gus Thomas completed 
“Alabama” about that time and found 
a producer in A. M. Palmer, and inci- 
dentally the further fact that Mr. Pal- 
mer and Maj. Cockrell were close 
friends, probably hastened the debut 
that was inevitable. At any rate, 
when “Alabama"’ had its opening per- 
formance, Ed Abeles had his name on 
a cast for the first time—as Lathrop 
Page. The play was a success, and so 
was the debut of Abeles, for his worth 
as a leading juvenile was immediately 
recognized. 

He remained a member of the Pa!- 
mer Stock Company for a long time, 
appearing in the original productions of 
“Jim the Penman,” ‘‘Sweet Lavender.’ 
“Capt. Swift’ and other famous suc- 
cesses of the Madison Square Theater. 
Then he passed into the companies

owned by Charles Frohman and grad- 


ually became more and more prominent 





among the players of the country. 


He created such parts as Lord Cecil, | 


the youthful cynic in ‘“‘Lady Winder- 
mere’s Fan,’’ Charlie in the A1..erican 
production of “Charley's Aunt,’ Brows 
in “Brown's in Vown,’’ and played lead 
ing juvenile roles in the support of 
Blanche Bates, Amelia Bingham, Alice 
Fisher, Mary Mannering and Julia Ar 
thur. He played opposite parts to Willie 
Collier in a number of the latter’s com- 
edies. 

However, the work which 
brought Mr. Abeles his greatest credit 
was his creation of the role of the 
chauffeur in Robert Loraine’s produc- 
tion of George Bernard Shaw's ‘‘Man 
and Superman.” He mgde it stand upon 
the same plane as that of the leading 
characters and won the discriminating 
attention of the best critics. 

It was when Frederic Thompson de- 
cided upon the production of a drama- 
tization of George Barr McCutcheon s 
novel, ‘‘Brewster’s Millions,’ that 
Abeles got his «hance to become a star 
The part of Monty Brewster is a strong 
juvenile lead, and Mr. Thompson picked 
the St. Louis boy to give it stage life. 
The story of the play teems with hum- 
orous pvussibilities. Monty Brewster is 
left a huge fortune. with the condition 
that he must spend $1,0007000 inside of a 
single year. He is not to throw or give 
any money away and he is not to let 
anyone know of the duty imposed upon 
him. The troubles of a young man try- 
ing to spend that amount of money are 
graphically set forth. He loses the re- 
spect of his friends. he almost loses the 
hand of his sweetheart, and he comes 
within a hair’s breadth of being placed 
in an insane asylum. 

His best-laid plans for getting rid of 
money are upset. He buys disreputable 
stocks on ’change, and they immediately 
go up in value. He backs 100-to-1 shots 
on the racetracks, and they win their 
races. He makes deposits in shaky 
banks, and thus tides them over into 
prosperity. He loses large sums through 
clerk, but the latter re- 
forms and returns. his stolen treasure 
at a most inopportune time. He has all 
sorts of ludicrous setbacks, but finally 
manages to get rid of all but a quar- 
ter of a million in 11 months.
